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1990 Regatta focuses on Coast Guard

This year’s Astoria Regatta will be a ‘‘big 
community affair,’’ says Regatta President Geoff 
Stone, with the theme of the festival being ‘‘Then 
and Now — U.S. Coast Guard-200 Years.”’ 

The focus will be on the Coast Guard, which will 
play an active role in the festivities by providing 
demonstrations, tours and rides on its various 
facilities. 

There will also be Coast Guard exhibits at the 
Columbia River Maritime Museum and Regatta 
Square. Coast Guard cutters Iris and Sherman will 
be in Astoria for the festival, as well as people from 
Seattle, Portland and Cape Disappointment, Wash. 

“We are honored that the Astoria Regatta has 
chosen us as the subject for their festival theme this 
year,’’ said Capt. Jeffery Hamilton, commander of 
Group Astoria and grand marshal of the Regatta 
Grand Land Parade. Hamilton feels the Coast Guard 
has a deep and personal relationship with the 
surrounding communities. 


Hamilton also says the Coast 
Guard and its members really 
feel at home in this area. They 
find it a desirable place to live. 
The Coast Guard members take 
an active part in the communi- 
ty, from being volunteer 
firefighters to being on the PTA 
board. ‘“We all feel a part of 
this community,”’ said 
Hamilton. 

Many of the festival events 
have been expanded this year. 
“‘We wanted to have more people from other areas 
involved to make this year’s Astoria Regatta more 
of a Northwest festival,’’ Stone said. 


The celebration begins with the coronation of the 
1990 Regatta queen on Wednesday, Aug. 8, at 8 
p-m., in the Performing Arts Center, with a reception 
afterward at the Columbia River Maritime Museum 
Kern Room. 

The queen’s luncheon will be at noon the 
following day in the Chinook Room of the Red Lion 
Inn. Reservations will be required. 

The Kiwanis Junior Regatta Parade, first of three 
scheduled Astoria Regatta parades, gets under way 
Thursday, Aug. 9, at 6:30 p.m. 

The cabaret-style musical melodrama ‘‘Shang- 
haied in Astoria’ will be performed in the John 
Jacob Astor Hotel that evening. Doors will open at 
7:30 p.m. 

Regatta activities wil continue at night with the 
Regatta Rocker dance from 8 to 11 p.m. This dance 
will be for those 15 and younger. 

Those 16 and older will have their chance to 
dance Friday, Aug. 10, and Saturday, Aug. 11, from 
9 p.m. to midnight. This year the American Dance 
Machine will provide music, video screens and other 
special treats for the Regatta Rocker. 

Ship tours will begin Friday at 12:30 p.m. and run 
through 4 p.m. at the Port of Astoria docks and the 
foot of 17th Street. The tours will continue through 
Saturday and Sunday. 

A buffet luncheon to honor Regatta Adm. Joseph 
Vorbach and to support the scholarships given the 
Regatta princesses will begin at noon Friday, Aug. 
10. 


The luncheon will be followed by the rose 
planting ceremony complete with entertainment and 
refreshments at 2:30 p.m. in the Flavel House 
garden. 

Entertainment will be abundant when Regatta 
Square opens Friday at 4 p.m. with pony rides, arts 
and crafts, folklore, Coast Guard displays, helicopter 
rides and lots of food booths. 

Seven live bands will be featured this year, 
including Thunder Road, who will be playing at the 
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Outdoor arena

Beer Garden at 8 p.m. Other bands playing 
throughout the week are Al Anderson’s Band, 
Meloddity, Pacific Jazz Band, Thunder Road and the 
North Coast Symphonic Band. 

There will be numerous sports events this year, 
beginning with a slo-pitch softball tournament at 
Tapiola Park and a city tennis tournament that will 
last all day Saturday and Sunday. 

A volkswalk from the Astoria Middle School, 
1100 Klaskanine St., on Saturday and Sunday will 
be from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. both days. 

The Grand Land Parade will make its way 
through the streets of downtown Astoria beginning 
at 1 p.m. with Hamilton serving as grand marshal. 
The parade will feature more than 100 entries. ‘‘We 
are getting more and more entries every day,’’ said 
Stone. 

Saturday and Sunday afternoons will feature 
sailboat races on the Columbia River beginning at 1 
p.m. both days. 


The Coast Guard will provide several demonstra- 
tions during the week. The Iris will have a buoy 
demonstration on Saturday at 10 a.m. at the foot of 
17th Streeet. There will be a helicopter demonstra- 
tion at noon on Sunday near the maritime museum. 

Saturday will also feature self-guided tours of the 
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historic homes of Astoria mayors. The tours run all 
day and start at the Heritage Center Museum. The 
tours continue from 1 to 4 p.m. on Sunday. 

“The festival is growing every year; we are all 
gearing up for our 100th anniversary in 1994,’’ said 
Stone. 

A Regatta button — at the cost of $2 before 
Regatta week and $3 during the festival — will be 
good for admission or discounts at most events. The 
buttons are sold at local businesses. 

Regatta Association officers this year are Sandy 
Kalander, vice president; Vicki Barrett, treasurer; 
Irene Baltimore, secretary; and board members 
Marsha Stone, Velma Kee, Dan Amoth and Maxine 
Dymond.
